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Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press, or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to petition the government for a redress of grievances.

Supreme Court 
Shatters Shield 


The landm ark Suprem e Court decision which 
has done more to cast doubt on what m ost of* the 
nation once belived was a sacrosanct, constitutional 
guarantee for a free press, came in the heat of the 
sum m er last year. 
But the heat which since has been brought to 
bear on investigative reporters and newsm en far 
surpasses the tem perature outside the Supreme 
Court cham bers that June 29. 
In the court’s sweeping decision, five of the nine 
m em bers held that the constitution doesn’t make 
a reporter immune from questions on the source 
of his information and th at he can be jailed for re­ 
fusing to disclose the nam es of those sources. 
Three reporters w ere jailed since th at decision. 
Two others were given prison sentences even be­ 
fore the high court m ade the ruling. 
The controversial ruling, squeaking through by 
the weight of one vote, cam e as a shock to many 
newsmen and news executives who always believed 
the F irst Amendment guaranteed immunity. 
Most surprised of all were the three newrsmen 
on whose cases the decision was made — E arl Cald­ 
well, New York Tim es; P aul Branzberg, Louisville 
(Ky.) Courier-Journal, and Paul Pappas, New Bed­ 
ford, M ass. television newsm an. 
The three men arrived at the high court that 
sum m er day by different routes and from different 
parts of the nation. But they had one thing in 
common which bound them together and made 
their separate cases ideally suited for the singular 
ruling. 
Each had refused to provide inform ation or 
nam es gained in confidence while preparing news 
stories. 
Caldwell, San Francisco correspondent for the 
Times, was convicted of civil contempt in the sum­ 
m er of 1970 by a federal district court judge. His 
crim e was refusing to testify before a grand jury 
investigating black m ilitant organizations. 
The jury wanted to talk with Caldwell to see 
what he had learned in confidence while doing 
stories on black m ilitant groups. 
In November of the sam e year the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the San Francisco area vacated the con­ 
tem pt judgement against Caldwell and the U.S. 
Justice Departm ent 
filed 
an 
appeal 
with the 
Suprem e Court. 
Branzberg, an investigative reporter for the 
Louisville newspaper, was the author of a number 
of stories on drugs and drug abuse. A ju ry investi­ 
gating drug abuse wanted to ask him what he 
learned in confidence while talking to drug users. 
He refused, claiming the constitutional guarantee 
for freedom of the press gave him the right to do so. 
An appeals court in Frankfort, Ky., however,

Early President 
Challenges Press 


The most serious th reat to the press in the 20th 
Century resulted from editorials attacking President 
Theodore Roosevelt by the Indianapolis News and 
the New York World in 1908 and 1909. 
When the Roosevelt adm inistration em barked on 
its program to build the Panam a Canal, the United 
States paid $40 million to a defunct French company 
for the rights to build the canal. 
In 1908. the New York World and The Indiana­ 
polis News demanded to know exactly where the 
$40 million went, charging that much of the money 
found its way into the pockets of high U.S. Govern- 
• m ent officials.

Roosevelt replied by writing a press release 
attacking the publisher of the Indianapolis News. 
The following day the New York World, in an 
editorial, demanded a congressional investigation 
of the entire canal affair and intimated that Roose­ 
velt lied in several statem ents to the press.

Reproduced here is the front page of a special 
Mercury edition published during September, 1968, 
shortly after Russian infantry and tanks invaded 
Czechoslovakia to put down by force of arm s the 
growing liberalization of a previously stern Com­ 
munist ruling philosophy. One of the first acts by 
the Russians was to impose censorship on all of the 
country’s newspapers. 
The Russians realized a 
free press was their greatest threat, and they sought 
to stamp it out. The special edition pointed out, by 


removing all sentences and paragraphs critical of 
the adm inistration, police, government and other 
recognized authority and leaving blank spaces, 
what censorship in Europe was really like. The 
Mercury never believed it could happen here. 
Now it has. Controls already are being imposed, 
newsmen are being jailed in increasing numbers, 
and the courts are insisting that the First Amend­ 
ment doesn’t guarantee a free press after all. 


Threat of Jail 
Strangles Press 


Five reporters jailed. 
A, dozen others facing jail sentences. 
Police searches of newsrooms. 
Investigations of people talking to newsmen. 
Arrests and jailings of others talking to news­ 
men. 
In larger and larger num bers, newsmen through­ 
out America are discussing the oppressive clim ate 
created by the arrests, jailings, investigations and 
searches. 
But this climate, they are quick to point out, 
isn’t in some far away republic or foreign nation 
operating under military dictatorship or totalitarian 
rule. 
The newsmen are concerned about these things 
happening in America and what they veiw as a 
m ajor threat to a basic freedom guaranteed by the 
U. S. Constitution — the right to a free press. 
They’re becoming increasingly concerned about 
the five reporters committed to jail over the last 
decade and a half and of the growing desire by pro­ 
secutors to use reporters’ notes as involuntary and 
unwilling aids to an incomplete investigation. 
These m em bers of the American press, and m any 
other citizens from all walks of life, fear they are 
witnessing an all-out assault on the right to a free 
press, either intentionally or evolutionary or a com ­ 
bination of the two, and m ore and more people are 
saying so. 
The past two years reflected a significant in­ 
crease in the number of attacks on what newsmen 
once considered sacred ground — a reporter’s right 
to protect his sources. 
That right seems to be evaporating. This in­ 
creasingly is the concensus from one side while the 
Nixon Administration proclaims there is more press 
freedom now than at any tim e in the past. 
“Perhaps a little too m uch.” some adm inistra­ 
tion press critics privately add. 
But the jailing of newsmen, the broad subponea 
powers now being exercised against new spaper, 
radio and television reporters for their m em ories, 
their notes, their tape recordings and their sources, 
and the failure of lawm akers to enact meaningful 
national safeguards appear to be real. 
Last month a Los Angeles Times reporter was 
released from prison after serving one of the long­ 
est term s ever imposed on a member of the press' 
for failure to disclose his confidential sources. 
Fifteen years ago a woman columnist for the 
former New York Herald Tribune served 10 days 
because she protected the confidentiality of a 
source. 
These stories are being cited as examples of the

He 
sentenced the columnist to 10 
days in jail which she served. 
Miss Torre still m aintains the 
constitutional guarantee of a 
free press should have protect­ 
ed h er from having to nam e 
her source.

The next newsman to receive 
and serve a jail term was P eter 
J. Bridge, a reporter who didn’t 
even have the benefit of a news­ 
paper lawyer to go to bat for 
him. 
Bridge was a reporter of the 
Newark News, a newspaper in 
that New Jersey city which 
folded last September. 
After it folded, Bridge was 
called before the New Jersey 
grand jury and ordered to dis­ 
close additional information on 
a previous story he wrote con­ 
cerning the 
Newark Housing 
Authority and an offer of a 
bribe to one of its officials. 
He refused, was sentenced, 
and. an appeal was filed; with 
the U.S. Suprem e Court. 
In October, 
1972, the high 
court refused to stay his sen­ 
tence and Bridge began the 
term . Twenty one days later he 
was released 
without having 


disclosed his source of informa­ 
tion. 
Less than two weeks after 
Bridge gained his freedom, Los 
Angeles Times reporter Willi,am 
T. F arr was jailed by a judge 
over the Charles Manson case. 
F arr’s confinement stemmed 
from a story he wrote telling 
of the Manson fam ily’s plans 
to murder a num ber of other 
celebrities, 
including 
Frank 
Sinatra and Elizabeth Taylor. 
It w as learned the story came 
from one of the lawyers in­ 
volved in the Manson trial. All 
of the lawyers were under order 
by the trial judge not to discuss 
the case. Thus the judge want­ 
ed F arr to identify his source. 
F arr refused and subsequent­ 
ly was sentenced. His became 
the longest sentence ever serv­ 
ed by a reporter in modern 
tim es — 48 days — for refusal 
to identify Ms source. 


While F arr was serving his 
term 
in a California prison, 
another staffer on his paper 
also served a sentence. It was 
brief but It was over the sam e 
constitutional question. 
He was John F. Law rence, 
Washington bureau chief of the 
Los Angeles Times. 
Lawrence was jailed for two 
hours because Ms paper refused 
to provide tapes and notes of 
an interview with a principal 
in the W atergate case. 
The principal, a governm ent 
witness named Alfred C. Bald­ 
win 
3rd, 
provided a 
lengthy 
interview to Times newsm en, 
not all of which w as published. 
The defense lawyers .in the 
case sought to obtain th e tapes 
and notes as an aid. 
The Times refused and Lawr­ 
ence was jailed until a three- 
judge panel ordered his release 
pending a hearing the next day. 


Constitution Repealed?

Nearly 186 years ago the fram ers of the 
U.S. Constitution gathered in Philadelphia 
to affix their signatures to one of the most 
historic and profound documents of our 
nation. 
Since 
then, 
although 
amended many 
times, it has withstood the test of time. 
With its built-in facets for change and its 
designation of the Supreme Court as the 
agency for interpretation, the document dis­ 
played the foresight of the 39 men who 
authored it. 
Those men came from m any walks of 
life. 
There were lawyers, planters, mer­ 
chants, businessmen, public servants and 
at least one college president. 
The men knew that the best way to pre­ 
serve a democracy was to guarantee free­ 
dom of the press. 
This they did with the first of the 10 
original amendments. 
Now that portion of the amendment deal­ 
ing with a free press is under attack. 
It is 
threatened as never before in 
history'. 


News reporters are jailed with a sicken­ 
ing regularity. 


Lazy or inept prosecutors are relying 
more and more on the investigative abilities 
of reporters — by force of the subpoena — 
for information they cannot obtain with 
their highly paid staffs of investigators. 
Reporters are being forced to hand over 
their notes, topes, films and, even more 
cutting, the names of their confidential 
sources. 
Jail cells await those who refuse to be­ 
tray the confidentiality of those sources. 
It’s happening in America today. 
Much of it represents a deliberate effort 
by a gun shy administration to stifle dis­ 
senting views or editorial opinions which 
reflect unfavorably on policy decisions by 
those on top. 
This administration wants a “friendly” 
press. 
“Friendly” is defined in this context as 


either praising the administration or re ­ 
maining silent. 
Exactly the sam e as captive nations. 
Not all of the motivation to ignore free 
press guarantees Is coming: from the ad ­ 
ministration, however. 
Some seems to be a more or less evolu­ 
tionary in nature. 
The highest court in the land m ade It 
abundantly clear in. a sweeping decision, the 
past June 29 — reporters have no constitu­ 
tional protection when it comes to disclosing 
sources and they indeed can be jailed for 
refusing to provide those names. 
Clearly, America needs the safeguards 
of a democracy only a truly free press can 
provide. 
Equally as clearly, congressional legis­ 
lation is needed to spell out press freedom . 
Some prurists argue that the constitu­ 
tional guarantee exists uppermost and th a t 
to enact additional legislation aimed at 
press freedom would be tantamount to an 
admission 
that 
the 
constitution 
really 
doesn t provide freedom of the press after 
all. 
On the other hand, the constitution a l­ 
ways has stood for equality of the sexes 
but Congress decided that to provide such 
equality an am endm ent was necessary. 
That amendment was passed, and it now 
is making the rounds of state bouses while 
proponents attem pt to have two-thirds of 
all states ratify it. 
We subscribe to the latter argum ent. 
While the constitution does provide press 
freedom, new laws are necessary to uphold 
th at constitutional guarantee. 
Without those laws the so-called A m er­ 
ican free press will 
continue to suffer 
through the deliberate and evolutionary er- 
rosion process. 
These are perilous times. 
Times when, without realizing it, A m er­ 
icans stand to lose the most effective safe­ 
guard of democracy — a free press b e­ 
holden to no man, administration or point 
of view. 


Television News Faces Most Severe Restriction

Clay T. Whitehead, director 
of the President’s Office of 
Telecommunications Policy, told 
newsman in Indianapolis and 
later in New York that the 
Nixon 
administration 
would 
introduce legislation in Congress 
this year to make television 
s t a t i o n 
managers direct Ir­ 
responsible for keeping "bias” 
out of their broadcasts. 
'“Station, managers and, net-; 
work officials who fail to act 
to correct imbalance or con­ 
sistent bias in the network or 
who acquiesce by silence,” he 
said, "can only be. considered': 
willing participants to be held 
fully 
accountable 
at 
license- 
,renewal, time.” 
Whitehead said the television 
station 
managers 
would " 'be j 
expected to monitor the news 
and 
documentary 
programs 
coming 
from 
the 
national ¡ 
network they are affiliated with 
to remove any material that is 


biased or to counterbalance it 
with opposing viewpoints. 
T e l e v i s i o n stations are 
regulated 
by

broadcast license every three 
years. At that time, a station’s

The Public Loses 


Outrage! 
W here is your outrage? 
You citizens of the United S tates are losing one of 
your most precious assets — a free press, and you reflect 
com placency. 
Don’t, for one minute, believe that a free press is 
the privilege belonging to new spapers. 
It isn’t. 
It is a privilege belonging to you — the citizens. 
It is your rig h t to know th a t it is being tak en from 
you. It is your right to freedom of information th at is 
under attack. 
A free press doesn’t aid the sales of a new spaper. A 
free press doesn’t insure a profit for owners. 
P ravda, the R ussian daily, has a, circulation of 6 
million. But it is a controlled press. 
If money, if profits were the sole reasons for the 
existence of a newspaper they could exist without free­ 
dom. They could exist under government control. 
B ut a dem ocracy couldn’t ex ist without freedom , of 
the press. 
"Dictators feed on press control. It nourishes th em . 
People who believe that reporters should be forced 
to reveal their sources of inform ation, people who believe 
th a t the press should have governm ental guidelines, peo­ 
ple who take secret delight in the jailing of a newsman 
a re too dense to realize that th e ir rights are being taken 
away. 
Don’t you realize that a reporter who uncovers a shady 
deal in governm ent doesn’t do it for him self? H e does 
it for the public . . . You! 
He uncovers no secrets to keep them secret. H e shares 
them with you. 
It may be trite, but he is your eyes and ears. 
He does not work for him self. H e works for you. 
When the press is gagged, your sources of knowledge 
and Inform ation are controlled.

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Stories from Documents 
Lead to Arrest, Jailing 


There isn’t a good newspaper 
reporter with at least a year’s 
e x p e r i e n c e anywhere 
in 
America who hasn’t at one time 
or another had his hands on 
documents from governmental 
files. 
R e p o r t e r s 
on 
small 
newspapers 
may 
lave 
had 
papers 
from 
borough 
or 
township governmental files, or 
school boards, while those on 
larger 
papers 
could 
have 
handled 
files from 
state 
or 
federal governmental files. 
This is basic to reporting. It 
Is common practice to examine 
file papers to check, facts and 
write 
stories 
about 
govern­ 
mental operations — operations 
which will affect the lives of 
all who elect the people to carry 
out those governmental func­ 
tions. 
But now the government in 
Washington wants to make this 
a crime. 
Already a newsman is under 
arrest and free on bail while 
waiting for his case to come 
to trial. 
The newsman is Leslie H. 
Whitten Jr., a reporter who 
works for Washington Columnist 
Jack Anderson. 
By the very content of his 
columns, 
Anderson 
has 
in­ 
dicated to every reader that he 
must 
make frequent use 
of 


governmental files to gain the 
information so embarrassing to 
so many public officials. 
On Jan. 
31 
federal agents 
approached Whitten, told him 
he was under arrest, relieved 
him of his notebook and hand­ 
cuffed him as he was loading 
a cardboard box into 
car on 
a Washington street.

Bureau of Indian Affairs when 
a group of American Indians 
briefly took over and occupied

The documents, it turned out, 
were a chronicle of govern­

dians and some of the papers 
detailed deliberate efforts in 
some cases to cheat the Indians. 
Whitten’s 
interest 
in 
the 
papers was as a newsmn. A 
major story will be forthcoming 
from those documents and he 
had an opportunity to look them 
over and take notes before they 
were returned to the govern­ 
ment. 
At the 
time of his arrest, 
Whitten was loading the papers 
into the car for the trip to 
return them. 
The 
government 
doesn’t 
dispute this. Nor does it dispute 
VVhitlen's 
contention 
that 
he 


earlier returned other boxes of 
the documents. 
What it is saying Is that he 
was 
in possession 
of stolen 
documents, and that is a viola­ 
tion of the law. 
The

cedes that Whitten had nothing 
to do with their theft, yet the 
arrest 
and 
jailing 
of

newsman took place. 
Newspaper 
publishers 
and 
reporters all over the nation are 
waiting the outcome of Whit­ 
ten’s case with a deep and 
abiding interest. 
If the court should find him 
guilty of violating the law, a 
shattering precedent will have 
been set — one which govern­ 
m ent officials at all levels can 
use to arrest

And as far as Whitten’s boss

In recent years there has 
been an insidious movement, a 
creeping 
censorship, 
in 
all 
branches of government which 
h a s 
grown 
to 
ominous 
proportions. This trend Is ap­ 
parent in judicial, legislative, 
administrative, 
and 
law 
en­ 
forcement departments all the 
way from the White House down 
to the district police station. It 
threatens the precept of free 
speech, freedom of the press, 
and of the people’s right to 
know. 
'On the local level the news 
media is frustrated in providing 
information about activities of 
the 
school 
board, 
township 
commissioners, borough council, 
or zoning commission by the 
ruse of an “executive session” 
from 
which 
reporters 
are 
barred. 
The irony of all this is that 
these 
public 
servants 
really 
think they are protecting the 
public by being secretive. Their 
credo is — what the people 
don’t know won’t hurt them. 
Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. 
Public officials and the news 
media 
are, 
or 
should 
be. 
working toward the same goal 
— better government through 
an 
enlightened 
public. 
It 
is 
undeniably true that some of­ 
ficial actions have a legitimate 
reason for not being publicized, 
and that there are bound to be 
times 
when 
a 
reporter 
or 
publisher will do more harm 
than good in an over-zealous 
effort 
toward 
sensationalism. 
But by and large, newspapers 
are operated under a strong 
sense of responsibility and can 
be relied upon to use discretion 
in what they print. 
Pennsylvania's 
newspaper 
publishers have been in the 
forefront 
of

preserve this freedom and have 
made some notable progress. 
But the battle is far from won.

Vet Banta, with complete knowledge 
that such an im portant meeting was up­ 
coming, neglected, to say anything to the 
press about it. 


Later he said this was done deliber­ 
ately in case the m eeting (ailed to achieve 
harmony on the subject of m otos! cooper­ 
ation. 


After the m eeting, and after that har­ 
mony obviously w as achieved, Banta was 
more than willing to outline the details 
for publication. 


In effect, if nothing had been resolved, 
Banta. would have said nothing. Be appar­ 
ently want» the public to receive only tho 
good news, 


In this instance he Is w rong. 


It is wrong to withhold information 
from the public. 


Members of the Pennsylvania State 
Legislature said so in writing when they 
adopted a law requiring access to all 
public records and actions by the press 
(which is an extension of the public).

All. but one, 
who remained in a Saigon, hos­ 
pital, were ferried to this U.S. 
base for the first stop on their 
way home. 
Back under the U.S. flag, the 
POWs telephoned their families 
in the United States, tinkered 
with, the 'TV .sets in their rooms 
at t e Ciarte. Air Base Hospital 
and dined on steak and eggs.

Only tour of the 143 were sick 
enough to be brought bade on 
litters. Many others looked pale 
and wan, particularly those re­ 
leased at Loc Ninh in South 
Vietnam,.

Press Responsibility 


Freedom of the press is one of the 
basic foundations of our democracy. 


And, responsibility should be one of 
the basic foundations of the free press. 


With the privilege of freedom goes the 
m indate of responsibitity. 


News stories must be objective, and 
never slanted. Reporters m ust clutch ob­ 
jectivity as firmly as they clutch the 
freedom they have. 


Reporters can clarify but interpreta­ 
tions should be left to the reader. 


Reporters must always prevent per­ 
sonal opinions from clouding their work. 


They should sit on a fence of every 
issue and present both sides fairly. 


Opinions belong only in editorials and 
signed columns; never in a news story. 


The news columns of every newspaper 
and every publication should he solely to 
inform. Never should they be used as 
propaganda. 


Because of the huge am ount of news 
that goes into a daily newspaper mis­ 
takes do occur. The press is imperfect. 
Mistakes are made. 


But these mistakes, these errors must 
be corrected, and are corrected by most 
of the media in the next edition. 


A news story is not handled by one man 
but many. 


It’s a long chain from the spoken word 
to the printed, word. 


A reporter writes the story, a copy 
editor checks and makes corrections, it 
is then checked by the city editor. It goes 


to a printer and he puts it in type. It is 
then proof read and technical corrections 
are made. 


In any of these hands, a hum an error 
can occur. 


Sources of news stories can err, too, 
Policemen, borough officials and others 
can make slips, and then their erro r’s be­ 
come press errors. 


But there is a difference between an 
error and responsibility. 


Responsibility begins with the reporter 
but its final application belongs to the 
publication. 


A. newsroom m ust be free of pressures 
from owners, advertisers and friends. 


It must feci and be free to print the 
news as it is without fears or interfer­ 
ence. 


Editorial decisions belong in the news­ 
room. 


In The M ercury, the publisher does 
advise, never dictates; suggests but never 
orders; and voices his opinion but doesn’t 
force others to follow it. 


The freedom enjoyed by The M ercury 
in its editorial decisions is the type which 
should be enjoyed by all newsmen.

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Author of Soldier Uses Persuasive Manner in Supporting Decision to Quit Army

CHICAGO — “ Is it true you 
personally have killed hundreds 
of people?" we asked Anthony 
B. Herbert. 
Herbert is the former career 
officer who quit the army last 
year after accusing superiors of 
covering up American atrocities 
in Vietnam. He was in Chicago 
to plug his recently published 
book, “Soldier,” and was in­ 
terviewed while munching on a 
cheese sandwich at the Chicago 
Daily News. 
“The 
army 
says 
that,” 
Herbert said. “And yeah — it 
would have to be hundreds. 
Because one night along, in 
Korea, there were 1M or 175 
bodies around my position. And 
1 know I killed a lot more than 
25 at other times. But it’s crazy 
to count. I never put notches.” 
The retired lieutenant colonel, 
now 42, had been known to his 
men as “the animal.” He said: 
“The army points out I killed 
these hundreds of human beings 
myself. 
But 
that 
wai 
my 
mission. That was what the hell 
they sent me over there for. 
And now they’re trying to tell 
the American people suddenly 
I’m a ruthless 
person. But 
they'd better stop lying to the 
American people. Because that 
was 
honorable 
duty. 
The 
mission of the infantry is to

capture the enemy.” 
Herbert said he saw nothing 
illegitimate in killing a man in 
combat or in self defense.

Tobacco Salesman 


Takes Job Seriously 


NEW YORK - The first time 
Barney Walker came to visit 
at my louse, I hardly knew 
him. But he went from room, to 
room and emptied ail the cigar­ 
ette 'boxes. He bunched all the 
cigarettes in his hands, walked 
over to the fireplace, and dump­ 
ed them into the .flames, 
"Wrong brand," he said to 
me. He then went out to his 
car. got a couple of cartons of 
Lucky Strikes and refilled all 
the cigarette boxes. "Right 
brand now," he said. 
That was in 1948. when Ro­ 
bert Barney Walker was a 
young salesman for the Ameri­ 
can Tobacco Co. I was quite 
irked by the whole thing, and 
I seriously entertained thought 
of .grabbing him. by the neck: 
and ending Ms career then and 
there! 
However, I’m glad I didn’t 
•do it. Because Barney, the most 
dedicated salesman Fte ever 
seen, went on to become presi­ 
dent of the .American Tobacco 
Co., and later chairman of the 
board and chief executive of­ 
ficer of American Brands Inc. 
Just recently, at the age of 59, 
he died of á heart attack. 
Barney, of course, never knew 
how dose he came to death 
that day back in 1948. But 1 
was deterred from, homicide, 
because I realized that Barney 
simply couldn’t help himself. 
He couldn't bear the sight of 
Chesterfields in my cigarette 
boxes when lie was selling 
Luckies! 
And he was able to 'do cer­ 
tain things with relative im­ 
punity because: of the way he 
warmed you, with his cheerful, 
Impish grin, and his. overwhelm­ 
ing concentration of affability. 
"To know me is to love me." 
he once told me. “but some­ 
times it ain’t easy!** 
Many people described Bar­ 
ney Walker as aggressive and. 
brash. Probably dynamic and 
forthright would be better words. 
But he had a singleness of 'pur­ 
pose that would have made 
most of our world, leaders 
Lucky Strike .green with envy. 
'When he was selling cigar­ 
ettes — and back in the ‘40s. 
'50s, and 'fOs he never wasn't! 
— nothing could get in his. way. 
When we both 'belonged to the 
Old Greenwich Cotillion, for in­ 
stance, Barney would get to 
the country dub early. Clutch­ 
ing cartons of Luckies and Pall 
Malls to his faultlessly tailored 
dinner jacket, he’d drop pack­ 
ages at each place. If Brand 
X happened to 'be: on the table, 
It got kicked out the door! 
Barney always was that way 
- active, thinking, worrying a 
lot, pacing back and forth, but 
always 'pushing his product. 
Even when he was a child, up 
on northern New York, State, 
the world’s greatest area for 
small-mouth bass. Barney never 
had time for fishing, 
"Too busy working,’"" he told 
me. "Too ambitious. Too hun­ 
gry. 1 never could .get enough 
work to do."' 
His. mother died, when he was 
nine, and Barney got into the 
unusual business of raising and 
selling Sheltiand ponies. By the 
time he was 12, he had peppered 
the countryside' with ponies, all 
the way from his native ham­ 
let of Cape 'Vincent to Water­ 
town He then, raised chickens 
and sold eggs, worked as a 
bellboy, clerked nights and 


weekends in a drugstore, and, 
to fill in the idle moments, he 
took 1.0 easy lessons on the 
saxophone — and got jobs with 
a local combo and the town 
hand. 
After scratching his way 
through high school, he came 
to New York .in 1933. and clerk­ 
ed at a Liggett’s drugstore. By 
the time he was 21. he was 
assistant manager of the chain's 
prize' store at 42nd Street and 
Madison. Avenue. But he wanted, 
to "sell big,” and so he joined 
American Tobacco as a .sales­ 
man at $30 a week. 
He was inspired by the color­ 
ful, dynamic George Washing­ 
ton Hill, then head of American, 
whom he remembers .as; "A 
rare creature of his time, a. 
man with an. all-consuming de­ 
sire to succeed."

NEW YORK - Some of us 
have been writing or yakking 
about what a terrible time It’s 
going to be when Johnny comes 
marching home from his POW 
camp. The worst 'pessimist, as 
usual, is the military. If the 
whole prisoner homecoming can 
be screwed up, the Pentagon 
is a. l-to-100 shot to do it. Given 
enough time, with, the help of 
the CIA, it will turn the 
homecoming into another Bay 
of Pigs Invasion. 
'The "'book'”' that must be 
followed by those of the military 
who have been assigned to greet 
the returning prisoners at Clark 
Air Base, the Philippines, reads 
something like the daydream or 
nightmare of a young bloke 
about to take his final exams 
in psychology, or worse. In Ms 
m i n o r , 
the 
course 
in 
behaviorism, he 
has made 
extensive studies, of the Jukes 
family and the Collier Brothers. 
Therefore,'bell know all about 
the military counterpart, of 
Willie Loman, that 'poor soul 
coming home from a sales; trip. 
Preparations are in being at

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Families of Prisoners Release Emotions Held in Check Long Years 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The glimpse of a long-gone 
face and the sound of a long- 
silent voice brought unreserved 
happiness Monday to the fami­ 
lies of U.S. prisoners of war 
freed by the North Vietnamese 
and the Viet Cong. 
Releasing the emotions held 
In check through long years of 
false peace reports and months 
of supposedly last-minute de­ 
lays, 
the 
POW 
relatives 
screamed, wept and laughed. 
Many watched telecasts of 
the arrival of the prisoners at 
Clark Air Base in the Philip­ 
pines 
Later, they waited for 
long-distance calls from hus­ 
bands, brothers and sons. 
“Baby I read you fine. Ev­ 


erything is fine,” Mrs. Robert 
Purcell told her husband, an 
Air 
Force lieuterwnt 
colonel 
shot down near Hanoi on July 
25, 1965. 
There had been an erroneous 
report from military authorities 
that Purcell would not come 
home, that he had given up his 
place to another prisoner whose 
mother is seriously ill. Both 
men made the trip from Hanoi 
to Clark, however, and Mrs. 
Purcell spotted her husband in 
a television broadcast. 
“He looked younger than the 
last time I saw him,” Mrs. 
Purcell said. Seven hours after 
the

talked about

their five children. “Remember 
that time you tried to teach me 
now to play bridge?”

Several families made plans 
to meet the servicemen when 
they are flown to hospitals in 
the United States.

Their 
release was delayed more than 
12 hours by a dispute over the 


freeing of some prisoners of 
South Vietnamese. All but 
of the 27 ultimately were 
to Clark to join the 116 men re­ 
leased by the North Vietnam­ 
ese.

Fishing Trip 
For POW 


V I R G I N I A BEACH, Va 
(UPI) — When Navy Capt 
Jeremiah A. Denton get home 
his family is going to take him 
on a fishing trip to reacquaint 
themselves with a man they 
have not seen in nearly eight 
years. 
Denton’s seven children and 
wife, Jane, were huddled in

the first freed American POW 
to step from the plane in the 
Philippines.

Jane Denton said her family 
“really screamed a lot” when 
they saw him walk out of the 
plane but quieted down as he 
began to speak. 
“I was thrilled there are no 
words to express it,” Mrs 
Denton said. “ He looked great 
and. sounded great.” 
She said 
the 
family was 
tentatively planning to take him 
on a fishing trip when he 
arrived home “because he used 
to love to go fishing.” 
But the Denton family is 
anxious about a reunion after 
such a long separation. 
Jim Denon was only 14 when 
he last spoke with his father by 
telephone to the Philippines in 
1965 just before the Navy pilot’s 
capture. Today he is 21 and the 
president of the student body at 
Elon 
College 
in 
Burlington, 
N.C. 
“It’s going to be a tense 
moment,” Jim said of the long 
awaited reunion. “I’m going to 
see a man who I haven’t seen 
in eight years and he’s my 
father.” 
Jim said he may continue to

Tailoring of Programs Helps Cut School Dropouts

The high school dropout, while 
he exists in the Pottstown area, 
is not considered a “ problem” 
by school administrators. 
And with an ever-increasing 
diversity 
within 
the 
school 
, system, the trend is for fewer 
and fewer students to opt out 
of the formal education process. 
So far ths year 13 students 
have 
withdrawn 
(the 
term 
preferred by administrators to 
“dropped out” ) out of 1,31© high 
school students at Pottsgrove 
High. That figure representes 
less than 1 per cent. 
At Owen J. 
Roberts 
High 
School, the figures are prac­ 
tically identical — 13 students 
out of an initial enrolment of 
1,346 students last fall. 
During 
the 
1971-72 
school 
year, 27 students withdrew, a 
figure that represents less than 
3 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
initial 
enrolment of 1,294 students. 
The 
three 
academic 
years 
before that saw a fairly uniform 
number of students becoming 
dropouts, 
either 
20 
or 
21, 
representing between 1.58 per 
cent to 1.86 per cent of the fall 
student body. 
These 
figures include 
only 
students who withdrew during 
the course of the school year, 
and not “ summer dropouts,” 
Figures for the current year 
were not available at Pottstown 
High 
School, 
but 
a 
10-year 
s u r v e y nearing completion 
indicates that while 550 students 
withdrew between 1962 and 1967, 
the 
figure 
dropped 
to 
408 
students between 1967 and 1972. 
'The largest category at Potts­ 
grove, seven students, withdrew 
after obtaining a general em ­ 
ployment certificate, for which 
they become eligible at the age

per cent because of pregnancy; 
4.4 per cent because they were 
transferred 
to a correctional 
institution; 3.2 per cent because 


they joined the armed forces, 
anci 1.7 per cent because they 
r e c e i v e d a farm-domestic 
certificate. 
In 
the 
previous 
five-year 
period the figures were: 
period the figures were. 43.5 
per cent, above age 17; 34 per 
cent for working papers; 9.8 per 
cent, pregnancy; 3.6 per cent, 
correctional insituation; 6,7 per 
cent, armed forces; and 2.4 per 
cent farm-domestic. 
The solution to the “dropout 
problem” as it exists, is the 
personal 
tailoring 
of 
the 
educational 
program 
to 
the 
needs of the individual student. 
Each* student is different from 
the otter, 
and together any 
student 
body 
shows 
a 
wide 
range of diversity. 


“Through 
100 
per 
cent ‘ 
dedication of the school and its 
staff, 'education can be made 
especially 
meaningful 
to 
the 
individual child,” said Richard 
Radel, principal of Pottsgrove 
High School. 
Some of the ways in which 
he and his staff are doing this 
is 
to 
provide: 
adjustments 
courses, 
increased 
remedial 
h e 1 p , 
variations 
in 
time 
schedules, provisions for part- 
time studies supplemented by 
outside employment; useage of 
an ungraded program: allowing 
students to choose only those 
courses they want rather than 
the

program leading to 
graduation, and an improved 
counseling service. 
One of the major ways in 


which withdrawals have been 
cut down from previous levels 
is 
the 
type 
of 
vocational- 
technical training offered area 
students. 
P o t t s g r o v e High School 
cooperates 
with the 
Western 
M o n t g o m e r y County Area 
Vocational-Technical S c h o o l , 
Limerick, and sends 30 seniors 
there for half a day. Eleven 
of those 30 have attended the 
Vo-Tech courses the past two 
years, and are now well-enough 
equipped to hold a part-time job 
during school hours, such as in 
machine shop work. 
Two students are not in the

after Catherine Smith' was 
put 
in 
a 
state 
mental 
hospital, a judge confirmed 
what she bad known, all 
along: she was sane. She 
had always been sane. 
Now she lives in a small 
flat on

Side, 
relishing each new day of 
freedom. 
“I’ve 
had to learn 
to 
restrain myself,” she says. 
“'Sometimes I’d answer the 
phone and say, ‘Happy day/' 
because I was; so delighted 
to be out. 
“But If you act too happy 
in this world, people think 
you’re a nut..'’"’ 
Catherine’s story has a 
happy ending but leaves two 
questions unanswered: How 
could a normal person live 
in a mental hospital year 
after year without being 
diagnosed 
as 
sane 
and 
released? And how could 
she have survived without 
finally cracking? 
“Oh, it’s no mystery,” 
she says. “ Eventually the 
doctors realized I was all 
right. They told me to' write 
to my 
'people, and they 
wrote to my people. 
“But by that time no one 
at home wanted me. And 
after a while no one at the 
ho s p i t a I mentioned my 
sanity. They just took It for 
granted I was there, and 
I would1 always be; there.”' 
Wasn’t the staff concerned 
about her? 
She laughed “Oh, honey, 
not many people are con­ 
cerned about anything but 
getting their paychecks.” 
It’s 
more 
difficult 
to 
e x p l a i n why Catherine 
didn’t 
break down. 
But, 
from the days of her In­ 
fancy, she was accustomed 
to getting a bad deal from 
life.

years ago with a damaged 
spinal cord, her legs were 
' thin and, twisted, and even 
with clutches she never was 
able to' walk more than a 
few yards at a time. 
Her family owned a 415- 
acre cattle and dairy farm, 
near Loekprt, 111. There 
were six children and a lot 
of work, and a crippled 
daughter wasn’t much help. 
Her mother died when, 
Catherine was a teen-ager. 
.After that, no one in the 
family had time to look 
after her. 
So, when she was 26 and 
stricken with appendicitis, 
her sisters saw a. chance to 
have someone else care for 
her — 'permanently. Instead, 
of taking her to an ordinary 
hospital, they took her to 
Kankakee State Hospital for 
the: mentally ill 
Her family insisted she 
was crazy, she was too sick 
to protest strongly, and so 
she was admitted. 
“A doctor asked me if I 
knew what kind of place I 
was in,” she recalled. “I 
said, ‘From, the looks of it, 
it must be: a nuthouse.’ 
11 T h e y 
were 
doing 
everything but seating the 
w a. 11 s . 
T h e y 
w e r e 
sc.rea.mlng, shrieking, yell­ 
ing, crying. 
One woman 
was waving a broom, 
“If I described the ward 
in 
those 
days 
before 
tranquilizers, you couldn’t 
put It .in 'the newspaper 
'because 
it 
would 
turn 
people’s stomachs. I lost 
weight for months before I 
could stand the smells and 
the sights *"* 
H e r 
appendix 
was 
removed1 at Kankakee, and. 
eventually she was tran­ 
sferred to Manteno State 
Hospital. The way to sur­ 
vive, she found, was to help 
others. 
T waited on "the rest of 
them 
(hiring: 
the 
day, 
combing hair and putting on. 
socks and trying to keep 
them from scratching each 
other.” 
She lived in a cottage 
built for about 100 women. 
“But over the years they 
put 115 in there, and then 
120, and finally they in­ 
creased 
the 
dogblamed 
'thing to 180/* she says. 
“Our beds were no more 
than a foot apart.”1 
For decades, she carried 
her only possessions in a 
cigar' box: face powder, a 
comb, 
lipstick, ... perfume, 
toothpaste and a toothbrush. 


“1 'bought them at toe 
commissary with money my 
dad gave me when he carne 
to visit. Oh, yes., I asked, 
him to take m e' home. It 
embarrassed him to say it, 
but 'there was just no place 
for me anymore.

Over the years she met 
other women who .seemed 
to be sane but were trapped, 
there 'because no one cared, 
enough to get them out.

Stanford 
University 
Psychologist 
David L. 
Rosenhan and 
seven colleagues

had themselves committed 
to mental hospitals They all 
were sane and acted nor­ 
mally, but. professionals at 
the hospitals didn’t seem to 
noticie. 
Rosenhan. 
reported that 
“patients often, recognized 
normality when the staff did 
not.”

Her break came in. the 
mid-1960s, when the State 
Mental Health Deprtment 
began shifting aging, infirm 
patients to nursing homes. 
Catherine was sent to one. 
'One day a young worker 
with Vista, the domestic 
Peace Corp 
visied her. 
She remembers his opening 
words: “Hi my name is 
Ralph Nesson. Anything I 
can do for you?” 
Just one thing, she said 
“'Get me out.” 
N e s s o n , 
whom, 
she 


describes as “one of those 
nice young hippie men,” put

attorneys,

In June, 1971, to a brief

Today, in her .snug: little 
flat in a new high-rise, she 
manages to cook, clean .and 
do her laundry from her 
wheelchair. 
A trust fund left for her 
by her father barely covers 
exposes.

Occasionally

pople over for dinner — 
her legal .aid lawyers and 
their wives., and friends in, 
her building.

Is Happy With New Husband 


SANTA CLARA, Calif, (AP) 
— The family of Cmdr. Everett 
Alvarez Jr., the longest held 
POW in North Vietnam, reac­ 
ted with 
“quiet, inner-happi- 
ness” 
when they learned he 
was on the first plane of prison­ 
ers of war taken to Clark Air 
Base in the Philippines today, a 
family spokesman said. 
Mrs, Alvarez was so “emo­ 
tionally distraught’’ when she 
saw her son on television at 
Clark Air Base that she could 
not talk to newsmen. 
“There’s not a lot of scream ­ 
ing or shouting here,’* A1 Sanc- 
ez, a cousin, said. “It is just a 
moment of quiet, inner-happi- 
ness.” 
The family had waited for 814 
years for the 35-year-old pilot’s 
return, and the years had been 
tinged with more than the usual 
unhappiness. 


Alvarez, who was slot down 
over the Tonkin Gulf on Aug. 5, 
1964, had 'been married for only 
two months when, he left for the 
war. 
Two years ago, Alvarez’ wife, 
Tangee, obtained a divorce and 
remarried. 
“I just fell out of love with 
Everett,’’ said the then Mrs. 
Tangee Alvarez in explaining 
her divorce 
and 
remarriage 
after it was learned last Octo­ 
ber. 
She identified her husband 
only as “Andy,” whom she said 
she began dating four years 
ago. She would not say where 
she was living with her 27-year- 
old second husband and their 
year-old daughter.

shortly after the first 143 POWs 
were returned. “There is more 
you must do.” 
The ad told bracelet-wearers 
to wire

“That not one penny of your 
taxpayers 
money 
be 
spent 
rebuilding North Vietnam unless 
they return all our prisoners.’* 
It also told, bracelet wearers 
to glue a blue or white star 
on their bracelet — blue if the 
serviceman is still missing and 
white if his name appeared on 
the list of returning POWs.

Tucky 
Requeua, manager of 
VIVA’s national office, said.

“There are 50 some absolute

The advertisement included a 
picture of Lt. Ronald Dodge, a 
Navy pilot who was shot down 
over North Vietnam in 1967. 
Later that year, a picture of 
him under North Vietnamese 
guard was printed in Paris 
Match magazine.
